Hoisting of the Colon Jack Made bv 


lady Roberts for the Purpose 


London, March 15— Precisely at 1.30 


o'clock Tuesday afternoon the union 
Jack specially made for this purpose 
by Lady KoDerts, was hoisted over the 
presidency of Bloemfontein. amid the 
acclamations of Lord Roberts' battal- 
lion, while curiously enough the Or- 
ange Free State burghers joined in re- 
markable heartiness. 


Oppositon to the entry of the troops 


was insignificant. 


Lord Boberts was met by the town 


officials and than took formal posses- 
sion 'of the town in the name of the 


President Steyn fled to Kroonstadt 


without replying to Lord Roberts' de- 
mand for his surrender. 


Lord Roberts remarked the ex-l>resi- 


dent had become a nonenity. 


"General Frenos was within five miles 


of the pHce at 5 o'clock Monday after- 
noon. 
He eent a summons into the town 


threatening to bombard it unless it sur- 
rendered by 4 a. m. Tuesday. A white 
flag was hoisted Tuesday morning, and 
a deputation of the town council, with 
the mayor, came out to meet Lord Rob- 
erts at Spitz kop, five miles south of the 
town, mking a formal surrender of ths 
place.

"Lord Roberts made a state entry at 


noon. 
He received a tremendous ova- 


tion. 
After visiting the public build- 


ings, he went to the trfflcial residence of 
the president, followed by a cheering 
crowd, who waved the British flag and 
sang the British national anthem. They 
were in a condition of frenzied excite- 
ment. 


"Lord Roberts has his headquarters at 


the president's house, and ths.re are 
many of the British wounded in the 
building. 
The railway is not injured. 


The following is the text of Lord 


Roberts' dispatch to the war office an- 
nouncing his occupation or' Bloemfon- 
tein: 


"Bloemfontein, Tuesday, March 13.— 


I By the help of God and by the bravery of 


I her majesty's soldiers the troops under 
i my command have taken possession of 


Bloemfontem. The riritish fi.ig now 
Hies over the presidency, evacuated last 
evening by Mr. Steyn, late president of 
the Orange Free State. Mr. Fraser, 
memser of the late executive govern- 
ment, the mayor, the secretary to the 
late government, the Jandrost and other 
officials met me two irjjies from the town 
and presented me with the keys of the 
public offices. 


"The enemy has withdrawn from the 


neighborhood and all seems quiet. The 
Inhabitants of Bloemfontein gave the 
troops a cordial welcome." 


The above dispatch, though dated 


Tuesday, was not received at the war 
office until 7:30 p. m. "Wednesday. It 
was made public a lew minutes before 
9 o'clock. The delay is attributed to the 
field telegraphs not 
being- connected 


with Bloemfontein on Tuesday evening. 


Extra papers were soon out on the 


streets and the night crowds of London 
were singing patriotic songs and engag- 
ing In demonstrations.

ing the war. It is said that President 
Kruger hates Mr. Fraser on account of 
his sympathy with the outlanders. The 
demonstration of the Bloemfontein in- 
habitants Is also regarded as a good 
augury for the future of British su- 
premacy. 


The Daily Mail has the following dis- 


patch from Pretoria, dated March 12: 
Lord Salisbury's reply has been received, 
and a Boer refutation of the British con- 
tention Is under consideration. 
It will 


deny that any annexation has been 
made, and it will declare that the occu- 
pation of British territory was purely 
strategic. It will express the determina- 
tion of the two republics to fight to the 
finish.

similar reouest had bee-n made to rep- 
resentative European powers. In com- 
municating this request, I am directed 
by the president cf the United States 
to express the earnest hopf^ that a %^ay 
may be found to bring about'peace and 
say he would bo glad, in any friendly 
manner, to aid in bringing about the 
desired result.' 


The reading1 of this dispatch was 


greeted with cheers from the Irish 
members. 


Continuing, Mr. Balfour sa.d: "Lord 


Salisbury requested Mr. Whitp to con- 
vey tho sincere acknouled^emertt of

The $2,000,000 Porto Kican Be- 


lief Proposition Will Be 


Passed at Once 


Washington, March 13.—After a cau- 


cus lasting from - o'clock unt:l ;>.30 \\Vil 
nesday afternoon, the Republican sen- 
iors agreed that the house bill appro- 
priating $2,00i'.000 for the relief of Puerto 
Rioo shall be taken up and passed im- 
nirduuely. 
The bill for a civil govern- 


ment of the island is to be taken up and 
disposed of as soun as possible, and the 
lanft bill is to be delayed for the pres- 
ent, while .1 committee of seven senators 
is to try to compromise differences on the 
revenue hill, and secure a measure which 
Republican senators generally can sup- 
port. 


The temper of the debate was much 


milder than that of Tuesday. 
As soon 


as It was generally understood that the 
tariff features of the legislation were to 
be postponed the discussion reverted 
to the governmental features of the bill, 
and upon this subject the time was 
mostly spent. 
Senator Foraker ex- 


plained many features of the bill, and 
was frequently interrogated, so that he 
'ttas on his feet a gre.?,t deal of the time. 
He was questioned by different senators, 
most of whom wanted to know the effect 
of different provisions of the bill. It was 
intimated that the bill could be amended 
if necessary, and senators opposed'to a 
tariff on Puerto Rican products said that 
'here would not be the least objection 
to passing the government bill. 


Senator Elkins favored leaving not 


only the question of revenues, but the 
government of the island, as. well, to the 
president. He thought the island would 
be much batter off under military rule 
for the next two years than under any 
government that could be devised by 
congress. 
He particularly counselled 


delay. 
"We will know a lot more about 


this whole question in a year or two 
years than we do now," he said, "and the 
islands will be as well taken care of dur- 
ing that time as they would be under any 
legislation we may pass." 


Senator Elkins said that haste was not 


necessary, and earnestly supported the 
proposition to delaj- the tariff bill, a:id 
said he thought the governmental bil! 
might well be deayed too. 


Senator Foraker said that the ques- 


tion of dealing with the island was be- 
fore congress, and he thought congress 
should act. 
The committee on Puerto 


Rico had given a great deal of time to 
the subject, and felt sure the bill pro- 
pared would meet all emergencies. 


There was general unanimity as to thj 


wisdom of providing for immediate ac- 
tion on the $2,000,000 relief proposition, 
the opinion of all the senators being tha: 
that measure should be passed for hu- 
mane reasons. 
There was some effort 


to have the appropriation bill, the housa 
tariff bill, and the senate bill considered 
at one time, but this was antagonized as 
likely to result In too great delay. 


Senator Platt of Connecticut expressed 


himself as firmly convinced that the 
principle of a protective tariff in the 
interest of the industries of the United 
States should be sustained in whatever 
was done. He showed a leaning toward 
ths house tariff bill, as did several other 
senators who spoke. 
Some of them ex- 


pressed the opinion, that this measure 
would command the votes of two-thirds 
of the members of the caucus if tested. 


Members of the Puerto Rican com- 


mittee were not willing that the govern- 
mental features of the bill should be 
abandoned at this time.

He disappeared 
shortly after the body of jievine was 
found in the barn, where both of the 
men had gone after the head of the 
family had partaken of supper in the 
house. 


Pooler made a statement, declaring

his side of the story. He says that after 
they went to the stable they had some 
words over family affairs, Devlne ap- 
parently being jealous qf him. Devlne 
then went up stairs to feed his horses, 
and when he came down Devme re- 
marked that the matter might a* well be 
settled, at the same time reaching for 
his hip pocket, in wfeich Pooler claims 
he believed Devine carried a revolver. 
Pooler then took his revolver from his 
pocket and fired a shot while Devine was 
facing him, as he feared that he was 
about to be shot himself. 


The wife of the murdered man stoles 


emphatically that her husband hafi no 
occasion to be jealous, as she did lot 
know Pooler, and that she does not be- 
lieve the story of the crime as .old by 
him. She says her husband never car- 
ried a revolver.

FROM MANUFACTURERS 


Boston, March 
15.—The conference 


committee of the Granite Manufactur- 
ers' association of New England held a 
meeting Wednesday afternoon, and after 
a long debate agreed on certain terms, 
which will be submitted to the local 
manufacturers in the different states, 
with a view of .ettling the present 
troubles. The nature of the terms of 
settlement could not be learned, as the 
manufacturers have been instructed to 
present them to the strikers- for their 
consideration. President Mitchell of the 
manufacturers gave out the information, 
however, that the agreement does not in- 
clude the demand of $3 a day for eight 
hours. 


•It was said that the proposition to the 


strikers would probably be 35 cents an 
hour, but whether it is a minimum or an 
average could not be determined. The 
reason for that supposition is the fact 
that in some sections of New England 
the granite cutters would not object to 
working more than eight hours pro- 
vided they received a fair wage for each 
working hour. 


Among the granit® centers represent- 


ed at the meeting were Quincy, Cape 
Ann and Medford, Mass.; Barre, Vt.; 
Hurricane island and Portland, Me,, and 
Westerly, R. I. It is expected that the 
resolution will be given to the various 
committees representing the granite 
cutters and they will present it to their 
Unions for consideration. 


Three Ministers Sued.

Visitors to the Inland Hope to Find 


Forty or Fifty Kinds of Bati» and 
Spedim-nii of the Solenodon. a Rare 
Insectivorous Aul2n.il—'Will Live Im 
a Tent. 
Students of natural history are likely 


to derive somt> profit out of Cuba. 
Spaniards would not permit its explo- 
ration, aVid only accounts of what may 
be found picked up here and there by 
searchers before the Spanish authori- 
ties heard of what they were doing 
nnd stopped them have been published. 


William Palmer, cluef taxidermist of 


the Smithsonian institution, with J. H. 
Ililey, also of the Smithsonian force, 
have just started into Pinar del Rio 
province on an exploring trip, writes 
the Havana correspondent of the New 
York Times. Their immediate purpose 
is to gather specimens of the fauna of 
the island for the Pan-American expo- 
sition at Buffalo. They expect to dive 
into the wilds of the western portion 
of the island and work westward until 
October. Should their discoveries war- 
rant a return they or others from the 
Smithsonian will complete the explo- 
ration next year. 


Cuba's backbone Is of preterttary Ig- 


neous rocli, corresponding to the gran- 
ites of the United States. It has been 
exposed by erosion and forms moun- 
tains, especially in the interior. Else- 
where it underlies limestone, the sur- 
face rock of the island, although the 
igneous rock may protrude anywhere. 
Limestone forms 'in terraces, shelving 
away from the coast. It contains fos- 
sil shells which show that It originated 
in coral reefs. 
The island has been 


elevated and lowered several times. 
Discovery of copper and iron proves, 
however, that the island is not a coral 
deposit. Erosion is very extensive. It 
has produced vast caves yet unex- 
plored. Soae of them are supposed to 
lead under the sea. 
They have been 


formed by the action of rainwater. In 
the eastern end of the island are 
springs in which the water la hot 
enough to boil an egg. 


Life forms indicate that the Island 


may once have been firmly connected 
with Central America. There is no 
evidence that it was ever attached to 
North America. 
The fauna is essen- 


tially Antillean. 
Among the 
other 


forms seen and of which the explorers 
hope to obtain specimens is the soleno- 
don, a rare insectivorous animal, which 
has a relative in Haiti and one in 
Madagascar, 
but 
Is not 
elsewhere 


found. This animal has been isolated 
so long that newer forms of life, in- 
cluding venomous snakes, cat forms 
and reptiles, have not had opportunity 
to destroy it. 
Fossil remains of the 


solenodon have been fov.nd in west- 
ern North America and in Europe. Be- 
sides bearing evidence of isolation 
from destructive forms of life, tbe 
solenodons were undoubtedly among 
the animals least affected through the 
glacial period. 


The explorers hope to find from 40 


to 50 species of bats belonging to 30 
different genera. 
They comprise in- 


sectivorous bats, fruit eaters and bats 
that feed on fish along the shores. Ex- 
pectations in this regard are based on 
what Englishmen have found in Ja- 
maica. 
Little is known of resident 


birds, but the migratory kinds include 
birds familiar in the United States, 
such as indigoes, orioles, bobolinks, 
ducks, snipe and wading birds. 


No poisonous reptiles are here, so 


far as known. Judging from discov- 
eries in Jamaica, snakes will be found 
peculiar to the West Indies. Among 
them are !)oas 12 to 14 feet long, which 
are perfectly tame and harmless. The 
explorers will look for a West Indian 
species of lizard, the gecko, which is 
found from two to three inches to two 
feet long-. A lizard may be found also 
which burrows in the ground like an 
earthworm and lives near ant hills, on 
which it forages. 
It is distinguished 


from a worm by its mouth and scaling 
head. It grows a foot long. This spe- 
cies is extremely rare. It may be con- 
fined to Cuba. There is a rodent here 
related to the guinea pig. Some have 
long and some have short tails. They 
become as large as rabbits and have 
short hair and whitish faces. The na- 
tives like to eat them, considering the 
hind legs a special delicacy. 


Not much is known of Cuban insects 


other than tbe common kinds. If the 
tarantula is here, it is not believed to 
be poisonous, although Its bite may 
seriously affect persons suffering from 
fright or whose blood Is disordered. 


Among native birds the trogan Is 


prominent. It differs little from the 
Uliid found in North, South and Central 
America, Africa and southern Asia, 
There are several species of large cuck- 
oos. The meadow lark appears, as does 
a quail similar to that seen in Florida, 
but smaller and darker. German gold- 
finches are seen In sections. 


There have been several importations 


of animals, accidentally or otherwise. 
American deer are here, and the com- 
mon mouse, rat and roof rat. Cats were 
imported to chase rats from the sugar 
fields. Wild boar have been hunted in 
the eastern part of the island, and some 
have been killed whose tusks measured 
11 inches. The weasel is an importa- 
tion, as is the mongoose, brought over 
in late years from Egypt. 


The Smithsonian visitors will live in 


ft tent, moving it daily. They are au- 
thorised to hire guides and pack ani- 
mals, and they are equipped with full 
paraphernalia for preserving the speci- 
mens they gather.

of the invading army and with the 
greatest defending 
general and

troops on. board transports for gloomy 
St. Helena, it is nfw impossible for the 
Free Staters to avoid counting the cost 
of further opposition to BilU-sh au- 
thority. 
All along the British have 


be^n careful not to antagonize the 
people of the Orange Free State, being 


careful, on the contrary, to encourage 
the impression, that a reckless govern- 
ment drove them into) open hostilities 
with a solicitous friendly people. The 
situation is now ripe for, at least, a 
division of opinion among the Free 
Staters, if it Is not ripe for sam-ethine 
like a complete acceptance of British 
authority. No doubt British diplomacy 
will work to this end. We are likely, 
to hear of a well-calculated proclama- 
tion issued by Lord Roberts, a proc- 
lamation that will be decidedly tempt- 
ing to Free Staters as compared with 
the alternative of continuing in open 
and hopeless rebellion against the de- 
monstrated British, right. There is not 
much in the fact that President Steyn 
and his nominal erovernment are off to 
Kroonstadt. A government on 
the 


jump is of little consequence, as we 
have seen illustrated in the pretensions 
of the mobile Aguinaldo. A govern- 
ment without power to enforce its au- 
thority, and fleeing for its life Is no 
government at alL 


The one thing of consequence now 


in the South African situation is the 
expressed determinaton of President 
Kruger. A reply to, Lord Salisbury's 
rejection of the Boer peace overtures 
is now being formulated, a reply which 
will set forth no intention of annexa- 
tion of British territory by the repub- 
lics and that the invasion of such ter- 
ritory was simply strategical. Such, a 
reply will provoke mirth in European 
capitals and will not in the most tri- 
fling way brighten the Boer prospects*. 
But President Kruger declares hia 
forces are retreating to their first line 
of defenses there to await the British 
and make a last stand. What will 
come of his expressed determination 
only time can tell. In connection with 
this it may be noted that the entreat- 
ies of Presidents Kruger and Steyn 
were not equal to inspiring the burgh- 
ers to a resistance of the British ad- 
vance for Paardeberg, and it may be 
questioned whether the 
appeals of 


President Kruger will keep his men in 
trenches against an overwhelming foe. 
And operating on the non-combatants 
against a continuance of the struggle 
will be the example of the Orange Free 
State practically returned to the cur- 
suits of peace under British oratection. 
In the balance against these will be the 
Boer loyalty to his home soil, spurring 
him on to greater deeds for its actual 
defense than for its sake on foreign 
fields.

MINORS AND POOL PLAYING 


Parents' Permission Obtained. Local 


Merchants' Attitude on Question 


The admitting of minors to 
pool 


rooms has again, been brought up as a 
subject of discussion by a number of 
merchants and others in the city, and 
the practice has been condemned as 
something that the police should take 
a more active interest In. 


The criticisms, however, is not based 


on the actual facts in the case, al- 
though they are at the present time 
about the same as when the subject 
was brought up some years ago. 


Within a short time the police noti- 


fied all the proprietors of pool rooms 
that they must obey the law more 
strictly in regard to allowing minors 
in their rooms. Since then a. watch has 
been kept, and the police have found 
that in every case where minors have 
been playing they are armed with per- 
mits from their parents. A complaint 
was recently made to the police that a 
number of minors were playing in a 
certain pool room. 
An investigation 


was made, and it was found that every 
minor in the room had a permit from 
his parents, which had been filed by 
the proprietor. In this case there was 
of course nothing more for the police 
to do. 


In connection with this, the state- 


ment of one of the leading merchants 
in the city on the subject is of interest. 
In speaking of the pool playing by 
minors, he said that he always refused 
to hire a boy who played pool. The 
game in itself he had nothing against 
but he had found by experience that a 
boy who played was subject to more 
temptation 
to make small amounts 


dishonestly than a boy "who did not 
play, the desire to play leading him to 
feel the want of more than he was 
earning. When hiring a boy recently 
this merchant asked every applicant if 
he played pool, and turned away half 
a dozen or so who said they did. 


An Idle Manufacturing Building 


Were was much regret expressed in 


the city at the fact, reported in yester- 
day's issue, that Wilkinson and Bliss, 
the shoe manufacturers, nad suspended 
business, and were closing up their 
affairs. 
This firm was the voungest 


in the city of shoe manufacturers, hav- 
ing been formed in 1895. At this time 
the factory on Lincoln street was put 
up, and much of the time the company 
has done a good business. It is hoixed 
that gome arrangement can be made 
for the utilization of the building-, 
which is an excellent one for manufac- 
turing purposes so that It need not 
stand Idle.

OUR FRIENDS, THE WILD ANIMALS 


What We May Learn From Them 


Through Ernest Seton Thompson. 


Two of the most Interesting lectures 


that North Adams has listened to for 
a long time were delivered in normal 
school hall yesterday afternoon and 
evening by Ernest Seton 
Thompson, 


the famous student of wild animals and 
their habits. In the afternoon the lec- 
ture was designed especially'for school 
children, and there was a large audi- 
ence of them, although there were as 
well a good many older 
ones, who 


found the lecture fully as interesting 
as did the children. The 
afternoon 


subject was "The personality of wild 
animals," and Mr. Thompson told many 
interesting anecdotes to show the in- 
telligence of the animals he studied. 


In the evening the hall was filled with 


an enthusiastic audience, many being 
present from Adams and Willlcimstown 
as well as this city. The evening sub- 
ject s\as "Wild animals at home." 
Both lectures were 
illustrated with 


lantern slide reproductions of photo- 
graphs and drawings made by Mr. 
Thompson, the drawings being of es- 
pecial excellence and adding much 
pleasure of the lectures. 


Mr. Thompson was introduced by 


Principal Murdock ,who spoke of the 
work accomplished by 
the 
lecturer, 


and of the lack of general knowledge of 
the subject that was to be presented. 
Mr. Thompson began by referring to 
the animals which he had studied as 
our relatives in life, who had as good 
a righ to the world as we have so long 
as they did no harm, and from the 
study of which we might learn manv 
valuable as well as interesting lessons. 


Camera hunting was spoken of as 


the basis of much of the investigation 
that he ha.d made, and he told of the 
flash light cameras so arranged, after 
the manner of tra.ps, that che animals 
in passing before them touched the 
spring that released the flash light and 
took the picture, thus securing accu- 
rate pictures showing: the animal as 
it was when undisturbed by man. Mr. 
Thompson did not describe the emo- 
tions of the animal just after having 
set in motion one of these flash light 
surprises. 


Much of the lecture was composed of 


incidents of the intelligence of various 
wild animals. 
The "calling hares" of 


the Rockies, which make hay just as 
men do, and are usually active before 
a blizzard comes, were described, and

to use in conveying their simple ideas.

Thompson told of the various 


sounds that he had heard from the 
animals he had studied, showing' how 
there were different sounds used under 
different conditions, like a primitive 
language. 


One of the interesting points brought 


out was that animals commit suicide, 
when, they realize that they have lived 
to the limit of active life, and are no 
more able to care for themselves. He 
told of one case of the suicide of a 
grizzly bear that he had seen, and of 
rhr- suicide of a lion of which he had 
b>-n told.

mals, l.e showed by relating his experi- 
ences with a sku::k as a pet, an animal 
that he kept for some months in his 
study. But as a rule he favored the 
studying of animals in their wild state. 


In the course of his lecture his maga- 


zine articles and bor.kn were referred 
to frequently, but t'i°'- •• ere not re- 
peated, so that the 'lecture was new 
even to the clobest readers of \\hat he 
has written.

DON'T WANT STATE CONTROL 


Berkshire Count) Commissioners Op- 


pose Proposed Prison Bill. 


The Berkshire county commissioners, 


in common with the commissoners of 
most of the counties of the state, are 
opposed to the bill, which is under dis- 
cussion by the present legislature, as- it 
has been in former years, for the state 
control of county jails. Commissioner 
Richardson of this city said in regard 
to it that the Berkshire commissioners 
based their objections on the ground 
that officials of other counties take, 
that it was a scheme of those unfa- 
miliar with the actual workings of 
jails, a.nd that the results would be far 
from beneficial. 


Chairman Wood otf the Berkshire 


commissioners appeared against the 
bii! at a recent heaiing, and said when 
questioned yesterday: 
The Berkshire 


commissioners do not favor the bill. 
They believe that the bill will create 
fat positions for politicians and in- 
crease the cost of the keeping of r>ris- 
oners to the counties. 
You can say 


that the Berkshire commissioners are 
against this bill this year as they have 
been before." 


The measure now before the legis- 


lature providing- for state contiol of 
the coiinty jails vull have an imi>o:t,int 
effect on the Beikshire jail if it is 
passed. 
It is proposed to take the 


control of all the county jails a\\ ay 
from county commissioners, and place 
it in the state. They would then be 
run by the prison commission. It' the 
biH passes the prisoners will be closely 
classified, and one jail will be used 
only for prisoners of one type. 


It is believed that if the scheme of 


classification should be carried out. 
the jails in the eastern part of the state 
might be used f-ir the prisoners con- 
fined for minor offences, on account of 
the heavy expense of sending further 
away the man:- who are confined for 
drunkenness and on like complaints; 
while the jail in Pittsfield and others in 
western Mas^acusetts miibt be re- 
served for those all over the state con- 
fined for grave offences, because they 
would be fewer and the transportation 
expenses would be less than if other 
classes of offenders were sen', exit here. 
This would bring a considerable ex- 
pense for the transportation of minor 
criminals on this county.
